With the opening of another ses- 
sion it is my intention to again sup- 
ply through the columns of this paper 
a weekly account of some of the high- 
lights of what transpires in the Leg- 
islative Asembly. 

I want to express my sincere ap- 
preciation to the editor of this ‘paper 
for providing this space in order that 
you may become better acquainted 
iti: some of the things that your 
government is doing. 

This year’s session witnessed the 
largest crowd that has been on hand 
at an opening since 1935. Alberta’s 
new Lieutenant-Governor, the Hon- 
ourable J. J. Bowlen, performed for 
the first time and read the speech 
from the throne. His approach to 
the parliament buidlings was marked 
by a fifteen zun salute and the play- 
ing of the Air Force Band, The Guard 
of ‘Honor was inspected by his Honor 
before tve was escorted to the Asembly 
room at 3 o'clock by Premier EB. C. 
Manning. ‘ 

For the first time the opening and 
the reading of the Speech from the 
Throne was broadcast. The Speech 
from the Throne indicates some of 
the major matters to come before 
Session. Due to thie rapid expansion 
ef the oil industry, and increased 
revenue as a result, larger expendi- 
tures were forecast in most fields. 

A revolving fund is to be establicl.- 
ed to aid school districts in part of 
their costs for new buildings. More 
main highways and bridges are fore- 
cast as well as increased grants for 
municipalities, hospital districts and 
education. 

During 1949 nine new oil strikes 
‘were madi in the province, and con- 
siderable expansion and development 
in the major fields such as Redwater 
and Leduc, It is the Government's 
policy to continue to see that thes: 
resources are developed in such a way 
as to benefit all of the people of the 
province. : 

An aerial photograph has been 
taken of the entire forested areas of 
the province. This will give valuable 
information telpful in forest and-soil 
conservation, road building, etc. Th: 
government is urging the extensive 
planting of more trees by Alberta 
residents in 1950. 

The Aberhart Memorial Sanitorium 
4g to be completed in 1950, and a T 
B. Unit built at the Oliver Institute 
Legislation will ‘be introduced te 
make possible the esablishing of 
rural government on a county basis. 
Under this set-up the municipal, 
school and hospital affairs would be 
nandled by one body. Some areas of 
the province have asked to be estab- 
Hshed on such a basis, but no action 
mill be taken to establish them wicere 
there is not a request from the peo- 
ple involved. 

Rental control legislation forecast 
for the Session will provide a com- 
petent body to act as.a referee be- 
tween landlords and tenants when 
the two parties cannot reach a mutual 
‘agreement on their own. 

“the motion to adopt the Speech 
from the Throne was moved by Mr. 
Andy Aalborg of Alexandria, and 
geconded by Mr. Wm. Kovach, Gov- 
ernment member from Crownest. Mr 
Aalborge quoted from many sources 
indicating the wide publicity Alberta 
is receiving today for her develop- 
ment and her recognized sound gov- 
ernment. He indicated tiat the main 
road had been hard-surfaced from the 
Saskatchewan border to Kitscoty. 
{This program is likely to be extended 
during 1950, 

Mr. Kovach from Crowmest unged 
the necessity of a national coal policy 
to provide an outlet for more Al- 
berta coal, He claimed that Canada 
was spending 15 million dollars each 
year to buy American coal when 
better coal could be secured from 
Alberta. I+ would help the railway 
business as well as provide more em- 
ployment for Canadians. He hoped 
this matter would be discussed at the 
next Dominion Provincial conference.

‘onnections are good protection. If 
not a barrel of water painted red 
should be kept near every building 
«nd used only in case of fire,

the statisticians won’t mind being 
being wrong in the prediction, In fact 
they’ll be extremely pleased.

- Agricultural Research 


AGRICULTURAL RESEARCH HAS PLAYED an important part in 
the progress in farming in Canada during the past years. This work is 
© carriéd on by the Dominion and Provincial Departments of Agriculture, 
science departments in ‘universities and agricultural colleges throughout 
Canada, the National Research Council, some commercial companies and 
other bodies interested in the advancement of the scientific aspects of ag- 
riculture. The Dominion Experimental Farms were established by an act 

wot parliament in 1886 which inaugurated the chain of Dominion experi- 
mental farms which are located in every province, and the many smaller 
units associated with them. These, and many other interested groups have 
assisted the Canadian farmer to overcome his problems in connection with 
insects, rust, drouth, animal diseases and other threats to the welfare of 
agriculture in this country.

More Fully ed for him through research, Dr. E. S. Archibald, 
director of the Dominion Experimental farm service who spoke recently at 
the annual conference of Agricultural representatives at Saskatoon, told 
that gathering that if the research information which is now available was 
applied by all farmers, production could be increased by 20 per cent. and 
costs could be reduced by the same amount. The importance of efficiency 
in production, from the treatment of the soil to the marketing of the pro- 
duct, was another point stressed by Dr. Archibald in his address.

15,315 Acres 
Of New Irrigated 
Land In Sask. 


REGINA, Irrigation projects 
sponsored by the provincial depart- 
ment of agriculture in 1949 resulted 
in 15,315 acres of new irrigated land, 
a bureau of publications release re- 
vealed. ‘ 

In a report to the bureau by Ag- 
riculture Minister I. C, Nollet, it was 
stated the conservation and develop- 
ment branch of the agriculture de- 
partment had levelled 1,550 acres and 
plane tabled 7,900 acres of land for 
irrigation purposes last year. 

In addition, four and one-half miles 
of main canal were constructed; 37 
miles of lateral canals; 3.6 miles of 
and 23.2 miles of 


drainage ditch, 
dykes and border ditches. 

In all, 146 major projects were 
undertaken by the conservation and 
development branch said Mr. Nollet. 
They included land reclamation and 
development schemes designed to in- 
crease the production of winter feed 
under both dry land farming and ir- 
rigation. 

Smaller projects were for weed 
eradication, seeding of, roadsides, live- 
stock improvement programs and 
forage crop demonstration plans. 

One drainage scheme was complet- 
ed in 1949 and a land reclamation 
project begun in the rural munici- 
pality of Pinto Creek, where thous- 
ands of trees will be planted in 1950 
under direction of the Dominion 
nursery station, Indian Head.

Home building, it was reported, 
has plunged to the lowest mark on 
record. Only 25 permits for homes 
were taken out in January. Their 
total value was $149,930. 

In contrast, January, 1949, records 
show 94 permits were taken out. 
Their total value was $582,400.

VANCOUVER.—Judge C. J. Len- 
nox ruled that flank traps, widely 
used in rodeos, constitute ‘“unneces- 
sary abuse to a horse.”

REGINA. — A new and modern addition to the industries of 
northern Saskatchewan is'a $1,000,000 sodium chloride plant near 
Unity, 337 miles northwest of Regina. Employing 35 men, it is the 
only industry of its kind in the province. All types of salt, includ- 
ing. fine grain for table use, high-quality for meat packing, and 
salt in both loose form and compressed blocks for livestock feed- 


GLEICHEN, ALBERTA 


The station was open 24-hours a 


Situated a mile.and a half west of 
Unity, the plant makes an imposing 
sight with its 169-foot smoke stack. 
At the base of the stack are three 
large steel tanks. Salt brine is 
brought to these tanks by a pipe line 
from the two wells which are in op- 
er ation. 

The salt is. inanufactiired by the 
most up-to-date equipment available 
and then sent to a warehouse, where 
it is prepared for shipping. It ts 
loaded into railway cars from a clos- 
ed shed to protect it from dust. 

The plant represents another sign 
of progress to the small town which 


-|has been bustling with activity for 


the past year. Besides its construc- 
tion, the natural gas fields have been 
developed, and oil companies have set 
up offices in town for leasing the sur- 
rounding land. The town has answer- 
ed these developments “by moderniz- |. 
ing its stores, and by preparing~plans 
for a water works system.
